Last Seen with Leggate.

Screams Heard; Body Found.

“Take your 
money out of those banks, cause a run on them, 
put them in bad condition, and if the banks fall 
capital will fall.” 

If capital falls, factories will close, pay rolls will 
be stopped, production will cease, transportation 
will collapse, and hunger, sickness, and mob rule 
will hold sway. Thus will start the revolution of 
the proletariat. That is the scheme of the secre- 
tary of the Chicago Federation of Labor. 

There we have two views of communism, sought 
by two elements of the proletariat in America. A 
third view is that of communism achieved. It is 
contained in a dispatch by Floyd Gibbons from 
Ayrs, East Prussia, where 40,000 representatives 
of the Russian commune are interned. The follow- 
ing excerpts may be of interest to potential train 
wreckers and bank wreckers alike as indicating 
what communism means to those who have won it: 

“A walk through the camp leaves one with the 
individual impression of wet matted hair growing 
far down on brows beneath which peer eyes of 
fanatical brightness. Hands with talon-like claws 
are scratching the earth for roots or tearing the 
flesh from the carcass of some dead horse. Broad, 
flat, stumpy feet with gnarled toes protruding from 
dirty bandages squash through the black mud. 
And from all rises a babel of hundreds of dialects. 
I saw several haggard women, thin, wild looking 
creatures, wearing gaudy pins of green and white, 


standing bareheaded in the lines, seemingly entire- 


ly ignored by the crowding and eager men.” 
That is what communism has come to mean to 


those who have achieved it. And communism is the 


objective of the prospective train wreckers an 
bank wreckefs of this country. 


REPUDIATING THOMPSON. 
Theodore Roosevelt Jr. U. S.) refused to speak at

We can see the embarrassment which might in- 
volve the national committee if its speakers took 
part in state contests, but we can also see the em- 
barrassment which would come to the national 
ticket if by the failure of decent Republicanism in 
the state Thompson's candidates should win and go 
into the November election linked with the na- 
tional candidates. 

That would be a real embarrassment and it might 
endanger the ticket in Illinois. Senator Harding 


could not defend Thompson before the nation and 


he might have to repudiate him to meet the de- 
mands of Republicans the country over who object 
to his record and to his affiliation with the party. 

_ Illinois can save the whole situation, as we be- 


lieve it will, by doing the repudiating itself Sept. 15. | 


A DISGRACE TO THE NATION. 

The shameful spectacle of sick and injured vet- 
erans of the A. E. F. being cared for on county 
poor farms, because the government has failed to 
give them the consideration, care, and treatment 
which they need, is one which should stir every 
patriotic citizen in the country to emphatic demand 
for immediate correction. Col. Abel Davis is to be 
thanked for calling attention to such a condition 
in the report of the hospitalization committee at 
last week’s Illinois convention of the American 
Legion in Chicago. 

8 Thousands of ex-soldiers suffering from shell 
shock and border line’ mental sickness will be 
come permanently insane if the present methods 
are maintained,” said Col. Davis. “I give as my 
authority Dr. Thomas W. Selden, the foremost ex- 
pert on mental cases in country. Of 5,900 

mental cases among veterans on June 9, only 1,644 
ere in government institutions.” 

After explaining that incapacitated service men 
are being sent to county poor farms because of 
the government's failure, the colonel continued: 

“They must be removed from the atmospheré of 
charity and of grudging care for the poor and 
lowly. The public health service has been choked 
by the work thrown upon it, and it in turn is 
choking our men.“ 

Men with health broken, minds imperiled, and 
future ruined in the defense of their country are 
being cast aside by the government which called 
them to battle.

Thompson's control of Chicago has been main- 
tained by directing a well organized minority 
against a disorganized majority. Thompson's ene- 
mies have been valuable aids to him. By fighting 
each other they have enabled him to win. 

Downstate is anti-Thompson. We believe that 
has been demonstrated already in the campaign 
and will be demonstrated in the primaries con- 
clusively.

It there is a danger it is probably greatest in 
the choice of a candidate for the United States sen- 
ate.

McKinley was selected by the Republican lead- 
ers to defeat Smith because he was rated as the 
strongest candidate. That was not derogatory to 
Chiperfield, but it was in recognition of the fact 
that the way to beat the Thompson ticket and keep 
the state out of the hands of the Chicago Tammany 
was to unite on the strongest candidate and not 
to be caught, as Thompson catches his Chicago 
opposition frequently, with strength dissipated in 
numerous conflicts. 

McKinley is the strongest candidate, and that 
fact recommends him to Republicans who wan: to 
avoid the ‘blight of Thompson control of the state. 
If Mr. Chiperfield’s political strength in the state 
had been superior to McKinley’s he probably would 
have been the candidate selected by the anti- 
Thompson leaders and his record of service in 
France would have been an asset. ; 

The policy of not scattering the anti-Tammany 

vote is one which must appeal to the downstate 
people who are trying to protect themselves. They 
are safest if they vote for the strongest Repub- 
lican, who is McKinley. 
Tune same thing applies in the governorship con- 
test. Votes which go to Carlstrom or Woodruff are 
votes which Oglesby ought to have that the state 
may be assured of protection from the Tammany 
organization of Chicago and its candidate, Len 
Small . 


Republicans with the good of the state in view 
will not take chances. They will vote for McKin- 
ley and Oglesby and the attempt of the Chicago 


Tammany to extend its rule over the state will be 
defeated. 


BRYAN’S POSITION. ° 
The most significant figure in the Democratic 
party is William J. Bryan. He is a combination 
of altruist, politician, moralist, and humanitarian. 
He is, in one respect, exactly the man one would 
expect to find devoted to Wilson’s covenant. He 
is a pacifist, the léading pacifist figure in political 
life. As secretary of state under Wilson virtually 
the only thing he did was to draw up peace treaties 
with other nations. We believe it was his pride, 
just before the war dazed him, that he had signed 
up thirty or more nations with peace treaties. 

His horror of war was such that he resigned 
from the cabinet because he thought Wilson was 
threatening too much. He could not remain in the 
administration if it were edging toward war. It 
will be remembered that in his zeal for peace he 
was indiscreet enough to tell the Austrian ambas- 
sador, Dumba, that Mr. Wilson did not mean all the 
‘threatening words he used. The country never 
had a pacifist so conspicuous nor one more in- 
tense. Bryan believes in the perfectibility of hu- 
man arrangements. He thinks that nations can 
get into an accord which will prevent war. 

Bryan, with all these ideas and motives, hopes 
and beliefs, is opposed to the covenant of the league 
of nations. It is partly because he is an American 
and cannot rid himself of his nationalist instincts, 
and knows that the covenant is a bad thing for the 
United States. He also knows that it would not 
accomplish what he so fervently wants accom. 
plished. It would not preserve peace. 

He could not be secretary of state and could not 
be so long in public life without understanding 
something of national requirements and something 
of international procedure. His instincts and his 
knowledge warn him against the scheme which 
might have been expected to appeal to him in- 
stantly.

Senator King of Utah, a Democrat of independent 
tendencies, is authority for the extremely interesting 
report that Mr. Cox will not be too closely bound, 
after all, to President Wilson's position on the peace 
treaty.

Cox made unequivocal statements of absolute unity 
of mind and purpose in pressing for the covenant 
exactly as Mr. Wilson desired, the senator from 
Utah now intimates that he learned at a conference 
with Gov.

. UNRELIABLE SCREENS, 
AST night I spent a good part of 
the time fighting mosquitoes. This 
morning. when daylight had come 
and the mosquitoes had left off I 

thought I could get some sleep before 

breakfast time, but the flies took up the 
day shift. 

I concluded I would find the trouble. 
I took a rule and, laying it against the 
fly sersens, counted the number of 
meshes to the linear inch. 1 found 
twelve. Twelve mesh screening will not 
stop mosquitoes. The screening must 
be sixteen mesh, and nobody says less 
than fourteen. A hungry mosquito will 
go through eleven mesh screening with- 
out much hesitation. In fact, eleven, 
mesh screening is not supposed to stop 
flies if the food line is strong or if the 
rain or cold makes the outside air un- 
pleasant. 


Examining the screens, I found there 
were all kinds of places through which 
‘fies or mosquitoes could crawl. The 
frames of the screening did not fit. the 
window and door frames closely enough 
to make these openings fiyproof. 

Maj. Gen. Gorgas, and no one was bet- 

ter qualified to write on this point, in 
his book, “ Sanitation in Panama,” al- 
ways wrote of : “skilled carpenters 
trained for the purpose as being a ne- 
cessity for proper screening. I am fhor- 
oughly convinced that the ordinary car- 
penter cannot or will not make a window 
or door frame that is true enough to fit 
a screen frame into or that the screen 
makers cannot or do not make a frame 
that can be accurately fitted into the 
opening for which it was intended. 
Our screens are all new. What will 
happen when holes have been punched 
in them is another matter. The neigh- 
borhood is not a bad one. 
very few stables within a mile and very 
little stagnant water is found to fur- 
nish a breeding place for mosquitoes. 


There are no infected persons to in- 
fect the mosquitoes with malaria, and 
the great scarcity of typhoid fever means 
that 'the flies are not infected with ty- 
phoid fever. ‘There are few babies in 
the neighborhood and this cool summer 
few have had diarrhoea. Therefore, the 
files are not spreading much infantile 
summer complaint. . 

The weather is moderately warm and 
not for months will the flies be under 
the cool weather urge of getting indoors. 
There is no question of disease involved. 
There is nothing to it except the com- 
fort of a bald old man who does not gn- 
joy sleeping with his head under n 
cover.
